An alleged death-bed confession mud" recently by Clifton Cherry of 
Okmulgee county absolved Grayson of all blam". Cherry, according 
to his confession, himself forged the deed. 
Cherry had never been 
Involved in any of the court proceedings growing out of the case. 


Tho alleged forgery was committed in 1912 ami several persons 
were arrested in connection with the case. 
Several turned state 8 
evidence and w eren ’t prosecuted. The trial, however, was not without 
sensations. 
One of the defendants was Mrs. Josephine Hill, who 
was tried twice. 
In 1913, during her second trial, and while on 
the witness stand, she attem pted to take poison. She later pleaded 


guilty.

of a couple decades ago thought they had to go to the big 
city* to get. Young folks of today have pleasures and oppor­ 
tunities manyfold greater than those which were presented to 
the young folks of yesterday. In the “ little burg” today are 
all the things that would have made contented the young 
folks of yesterday. 
The girl or boy of today who hasn’t an automobile in 
the family feels that Providence has been very unkind to him 
In days not so very long ago the two-horse rig that could be 
driven with one hand was thought quite sufficient for a 
Sunday afternoon’s pleasure. W e didn’t get quite so far along 
on the road but the time didn't drag on our hands and the 
road seemed short enough. Besides, there was only room 
?nough for two, usually. 
W hen those now in middle age were young there were 
no moving picture 
theatres and unless they moved out of 
the “ little burg” they had no chance to see a good show, not 
looking back through the vears the little family parties and 
taffy pulls, almost never heard of now, seem to have been far 
from unpleasant affairs and to have possessed pleasant fea­ 
tures which the movies cannot supply. 
W e didn’t always have city water and electric lights and 
all the modern conveniences that we have today, but some­ 
how* or other we didn’t care if the lights were not as bright 
as these of today. There was a mellowness about a shaded, 
low-burning oil lamp that electric lights will never have. 
W e got along pretty well with all our handicaps and 
there was far more sociability when there were fewer places 
to go than there is now* when even we staid old folks who 
were raised under the more prosaic* conditions of a couple of 
three decades ago have been partially carried away by the 
growing craze for amusement, to be entertained, to be doing 
something and to be going somewhere.

that her growing necessity of m eet-J 
ing the requirements of a population i 
increasing at the rate of seven hun-1 
dred thousand a year, all entitle her 
to a privileged position in the Far!

Many of th** far liers seem 
willing to let the banker take any 
action he cares to, the director de­ 
clared. 
This was believed to be one of 
the causes of the insolvency of a 
state bank in that county. The bank 
simply was unable to make collec­ 
tions. 
Meetings of farmers to discuss 
ways of combatting the boll weevil 
are well attended, and while many 
farmers are turning their interests 
toward 
diversification 
of 
crops, 
many of them will 
plant 
cotton 
again next year.

OLD FAITHFUL GEYSER 
T 
HE Lord dlihi’t make many*geys­ 
ers or water volcanoes, but be 
gave a distinct indiviiiualii\ to* ach of 
the few which he did make. 
Ile placed the majority of them in 
Yellowstone park umi of these, one 
has been dignified with the name—Add 
Faithful, because of Its dependability. 
Geysers ar< do-ss-you-plesse freaks 
of Nature. 
Their activities are gen­ 
erally devoid of any regularity. Some 
"go off" with great frequency: Others 
only at 
long 
intervals. 
But, Old 
Faithful, true to the name, can he 
depended upon, day and night, winter 
or summer, to thrust lier tremendous 
column of water high into the air 
(some times 170 feet), for four min­ 
utes ut a time, at intervals of from 
slat>-five to eighty minutes. 
From a bowl-shaped surface open­ 
ing an irregular passage, known as 
a tube, reaches down to the intensely 
heated regions. 
Water from the sur­ 
face or underground springs trickles 
down through rocks and holes and 
collects in the bottom of this tube. 
The heat makes it boll. 
Then It 
turns to steam. 
The steam forces the 
water toward the top. 
Later, clouds 
of steam arise. 
Finally, the pressure 
of tin* steam overcomes the weight of 
the water above and the geyser erupts 
with astonishing force, continuing to 
do so until all the water iu the tube 
has been expelled. 
The discharged water falls to the 
ground and cools off. 
Soon the water 
again collects in the tube, becomes 
heated to the break in (-oat point und 
the operation Is repeated. 
According to observations made by 
the U. S. Geological Survey, Old Faith 
fill “shoots*' 1,500,000 gallons of waiter 
at cadi eruption, or about 33,‘22r>.0tX) 
gallons 
eregy

hours— 
enough to supply a city of 300,000 In­ 
habitants.
